i 
The day before the French elections it 


tvas generally predicted that Poincare 
[•would be given a majority in the new 
' French assembly. • Two or three months 
ago close observers o£,the French politics 
•were o£ the opinion that Poincare would 
be defeated. 
The latter prophecy was 


correct. 
The decline of the premier's 


prestige was a continuing process. Those 
•who believed that he had made a recov- 
ery from the unpopularity that followed 
his domestic policies, particularly increase 
of taxation, as well as his handling of 
reparations, were mistaken. 
The na- 


tional bloc has suffered a heavy reverse 
and is hopelessly in the minority. It is 
possible that some combination might be 
effected with the groups of the left on for- 
eign policy, but there is hardly any doubt 
that Poincare's rule is over. 


The French elections are a triumph for 


liberalism. On the same day Japan spoke 
in similar voice- The existing reaction- 
ary regime there was overthrown and a* 
more liberal government will follow in 
Japan as is France. Unquestionably the 


"" Frendi people are on the right track, just 


as England was on the right track -when 
it overthrew ..extreme conservatism and 
"supplanted it with a liberal labor govern- 
ment. Bourbonism is the mistake and 


• curse of'the Old "World. Under it militar- 
ism and tyranny and exploitation have 
masqueraded under the cloak of exces- 
sive nationalism. 


The Poincare attitude is essentially a 


pre-war and not a post-war vision. 
It 


•would take France and Europe back to 
the strife for military and economic pow- 
'er 'between -the great powers 
and 


would keep alive old enmities which final- 
ly precipitated the conflict of 1914. 
'ffhere is no disguising this fact, no mat- 
ter how much we sympathize with France 
' in her' burdens and in her just claims 
against Germany. 


Socialism in France is what we under- 


stand as liberalism in the United States. 
Its influence will be marked in the new 
government. The prospect for carrying 
on a reparations agreement with Ger- 
'jnany in good faith, as well as a reason- 
able policy in the Ruhr, is greatly im-l 
proved. It may be that the French peo- 
ple are awakening to the fact that it 
•would be an error to attempt to hold Ger- 
many in bondage. "We hope so. Liberal 
lAmerica as well as liberal England will 
view the French elections with satisfac- 
tion.

in a rude representation of a pointing 
hand. The board bears upon its face, us- 
ually in weather-obliterated letters, the 
name of the next town. 


Such a marker was all right for a trail, 


or a wagon road, but is as much out of 
place on a fine, hard road as an ox cart 
"among automobiles. 
Modern practice 


dictates that road signs and posts should 
be permanent, sightly, plain as to infor- 
mation conveyed, sturdy, and artistic. 


For national highways, a beautiful 


bronze sign post has already been de- 
signed by a famous sculptor. Road asso- 
ciations interested in some particular road 
have adopted distinctive markers, in many 
cases of a high degree of art and beauty, 
as well as utility. The Old Oregon Trail, 
for instance, which it is proposed to im- 
prove from the Missouri to the Columbia, 
is now in process of being marked with 
signs of real beauty and. significance. 
Professor Fairbanks, of the University of 
Oregon, designed the marker, showing 
a typical- covered wagon and pio- 
neer family of early western days. Such 
a sign is "particularly appropriate for this 
trail, which is the route followed by ear- 
ly-day pioneers in their ox-team emigra- 
tion from the eastern states to Oregon and 
"Washington in the late forties and early 
fifties. 


It is not necessary to wait for some 


large association to design or place mark- 
ers. Every town can help by seeing to it 
that the'sign posts along its entering and 
leaving roads are plain as to intent, yet 
handsome and distinctive. 
Placing such 


markers embodies the spirit of welcome to 
the tourist, which is "good business" for 
any town, and is most excellent work for 
civic organizations to take up and follow 
through.

Honey Easily 


Extracted From 
Hives Of Bees 


Many false Imprerslons are gained 


concerning honey and the manner In 
which It Is produced. There is u more 
or low common opinion among the 
public In general that honey Is fre- 
quently adulterated. Such, however, 
is not the case. As a matter of fact, it 
is cheaper to let tho bees gather the 
raw nectar from the field than It 
would bo to feed thoni sugar and have 
them change It over to honey. 
, 


Before beekeeping became a science, 
tho common way of securing honey 
was to' destroy the bees, usually by 
sulphur fumes by driving them out 
of their hive with dense smoke. Bees 
were kept in logs or gums or box- 
hives, and the combs containing the 
honey had to be cut out. The honey 
was then pressed out of the combs. 
and as It often contained more or less 
beebread or pollen, bee glue bits of 
wood and other foreign material. It 
was rarely of good quality. Honey se-

tube, examine them carefully where 
they enter the tube and also where 
each wire comes out of the tube.
